Leo 
Newell, with Coburn up, gave Dyzona the 
stoutest of arguments for second place and was 
only beaten by a nose for that position. 

Uncle Jim Gray told a few friends after the 
Henry Burt race that the colt recently worked 
a mile at Lakeside with his weight up in 1 :43,
